The wonther during the past week has
been very favorable to real estate trans
actions. The al=ence of cold and the
gradual disappearance of the snow have
enabled pgoent= to show off their properly
and purchasers to flock in large num
bars to all available points, A number
of new pareels of lnnd have been placed
tpon the market and lurge soctions of

them have alrendy been disposed of.
FOREIGN LAND-BUYERS.

One of the noticeable features of the
week hias beon the presonce of speoula-
tors from abroad. Somwe of them came
from Boston, several from lown, and
quite a number from Chicngo and St

Louls. All  of them have made
a study of Omuaha's prospects,  and
many of them have made purehases

which they hope to retain for future use.
Besides toeso  traveling patrons; nearly
eyery real-estate agent in the city has
commissions to purchase for non-resi-
dents, which they lose no time in respeet-
g, One agent yesterday told the Deg
mian that hoe represented 100,000 of for-
elgn capital, which he was aotively en:
gaged in putting  into land around the
eity, A more gratifying evidence of the
appreciation of Omaba  sabromd conld
senrcely be desired, It is the result of
the wonderful advancement the eity has
made during the past fow vears, and the
conlidence in her future which that pro-
griess hus inspived.  The ]]ullllit: improve:
ments in which among othersnearly sov-
enty blocks of puvement will be laid,
which are to be maode this year, will tend
still further to attract attention abroad
and result in the investment of capital
in both realty and enterprise which
will be of excewling Ill!]\':lnhlgl! to
the eity,  Inthis connection rveal estate
men  think it is to be  rvegrettoel
that our citizens are not making greater
eiforts to scetre manufacturing institu-
tions. Of late but few of these desirible
adjuncts o a city's wonlth have been es-
tablished here, and this regrot is intensi-
fied by the dilatory action of eapitulists
in placing the permaneney of the nail
works beyond dispute.  The reeord this
wook showed the entrance of Lut one
tirm from abroad, that of Desbrow & Co.,
of Lyous, lowa, who are about to ereoct
a sush and blinds warchouse, Gox132 feet,
on Twelfth and Izard streets,
RAISING VALUES,

The confidonee inspired among people
from abroad is also entertiwmed” gmong
those at home.  Residents who hgyve
pliced their property on the market are
wimost daily raising the listed value of
thesame. A number of instances of this
Kind eaome under the Bee mun's observa-
tion yesterday,and necessitnted atrequent
change of the agents’ advertizements,

CABLE LINE AND IMFROVEMENTS.

A great denl of interest is eontered now
in the Belt hine, the eable railway, the
boulevird and the viadnets. Eaeh of
these is rightly econsidered valuable
fuctors in the development and appreeia-
tion of property. While the divection of
the first mentioned, ns well as the loca-
tion of the vinducts has been procticully
determined, that of the others remains
still o matter conjecturs, Enthusiastic
agents and properly holifers feel that
caeh is to be [:1ia'i adjacent to their prop-

ATTEMPTED SULCIDE.

A Young Man's Act Who Gambled
Awny His Imployers' Money.

An episode which nearly terminatod in
o tragedy oceurred in thigeity Saturday
evening, a young man's unsteady aim
barely saving him from death by his owh
hand. The circumstanees of the ease, ns
nearly as could be learned from friends
of the vietim, are us follows:

Several days ago a young man named
R. (. Hume camo to Omaha from Chi-
cugo, where he had been studying law,
Laving been enteastod with the colluction
of some $1,200 for parties in that eity.
Upon his mrival here he ot onee pro-
coeded to business, and on Wednesday
Lindd colleeted about £1,100 of the amount.,
That evening he moet several friends and
drank rather frecly, and from then on
he indulged in the wildest debauchery.
He not only drank heavily, but wasa con-
stunt visitor at n well known gambling
establi=hment anid Pl:l‘\'l'll a sl gume
ggainst the “hank.™ He steadily lost,
but seemed infatuated and could not be
poersuaded to leave the game alone.  Sat-
urday afternoon heé was again seated in
front of a “lay-out,” and his luck was
still badl,  Finally his 1ast cent was gone
and he left the room in a broken-hearted
contditton. He informad o friend what

he hud done and  declared that he in-
tendegl to  end  his  life, ns the
monay which he had lost belonged

to his  employers and he could not
replace it.  His fricnd endeavored to
cheer him up, and offered to help raise
the money. but Hume declined his aid.

# Shortly after 6 o’elock Saturday evening
Hume left his room at the hotel without
supper and wilked quiekly down Douglas
street towards the river. His friend, in
the meantime, had  informed  several
others of the young man’s suicidal inten-
tions, and it was rosolved to kvr-lp n =lrict
wateh on him,  He was elosely Tollowed,
and ne he disappenred among the lnmber
piles at the foot of the street two friends
were about a block distant. He had
hardTy passed from their sight before o
pistol shot was heard, and hurrying in
the direetion e had tnken, they found
him lying on the ground apparently
lifoless,  Assistance was summoned, and
Hime was enrried to a shanty near by
whoere medienl attenduance was quickly
on hand. It was found, however, that the
wound was not a serions une. In shooting
Hume had held the revolver to his fore-
head, but has aim was too high, and the
bullet had glanced upward, inflicting
only a slight flush wound,  He was
quickly restored to consciousness, and
expressed the deepest regret for his dewd.
A consultation was held, and at the solje-
itation of his friends, Hume agreed to go
ta Denver, where he has relatives, und
endeavor to raise enough money to reim-
purse his employers.  He was acceord-
ingly conveyed to the depot to take the
train for thut city.

W hile sitting in the depot with his head
swithed in r;:‘lllrl:l,','l'-. Hume was  sur-
prised to see his father, who resides in
Syracuse, N. Y., enter the door. “The old
gentleman was also amazed at his son’s
appearanee, and was  nearly  broken-
hearted when he was told the youngman's
story. He immediately announced shot
lie would make good his son's defiviency
and the party, instead of continuing on
their journey, took a earringe to the
Windsor, where they remained last nizht,

Mr. Hume, sr., was on his way to Den-
ver, ]nlumlin{u to visit his son in Chicago
en route. When in that city he was -
tormed that his son was in Omaha, and
L telegra phoed ime Liere to meet him
it the depot,  Although greatly grieved
at his son's conduet, he was rejoicéd that
his attempt at suicide had proved unsue-
cossful, He continned his journey to
Denver this morning in company with
his son.

JOB  MOSES'  DISCOVERY.

The Orowth of Bradford, Pa., Due to the
Parsistency and Faith of One Man,
Thirteen ¥Yedrs of Weary Searching
Rewarded by the Finding of a
Greart Ol Reglon.

Twenty odd yoars ago Job Moses, a
citizen of Rm-hrstur, who had made &
Inrge fortune ¥ the sale of a patent pill,
was violently #6ized with the oll fever,
says a correspondedt of the Chicago
Timoes, The petrolomnn exeitomont was
then intense on Oil ereck, and to that
promised land people were flocking from
all points of the compass, The prevail-
ing gmbidon of all was to secure a
“picee’ of Oll creck territory, no matter
what it cost. That in hand, it was not
thought possibie that fortune conld longer
bafle pursuit.  But Moses was not
affected in that way. The disease al-
tacked him in the form of a mania for
searching for a new petrolem field which
he might have and hold all to himself,
and he forthwith procecded to find one.
He inspected varions portions of Penn-
sylvania and New York state, and finally
selected the region in the valley of the
Tunungawant ereek. o branch of the
Allegheny ri\'nr.‘ll\‘mﬁ partially in Cat-
teragns county, New York, and partially
in MoKean county, Pennsylyania, us the
seene of bis investigations.” He advanced
the theory that there was o vast lake of
petrolenm undorlying that whole region,
and he set about securing tervitory upon
which to test his theory and to hold in
asa it proved to be corvect, ‘I'he region
was

. A WILD ONE

and wholly given up to lombering. A
branch of the Erie railway extendel from
Carrollton, on_the western  division,
l\\’--nl_y-t-i;__r,hl miles down the creck, to the
small lumbering hamlot of Galesville,
This branch rond had been built in the
days when Charles Minot was suprome in
the managoment of the Erie—a manage-
ment now almost entirely forgotten. It
was built for the purpose of connecting
with an iron mine that was alleged to ex-
ist somewhere down the wvalley, The
mine had not been discoverad yot, to be
sure; but then it was important to have

the  railroad ready for use when
the ore should be discovered, and
s0 Minot built it. The fron mine was

never found, but, unexpectedly, they
discovered o valunile deposit of coul,
aned, nlthough it was converting the road
to o use never intended, it was resolyed
to connect it with the coal mine, and it
tirnad out to be a very good investment,
the business from  coul and Inmber re-
turning this road an income of nearly
2000 onth, Tt was from on expres-
sion made ip, segired o this road, when
Joh Moses gt pommenced his investizn-
tions in the valley, that the natives enme
to look npon hig as a harmless lunatie
—an opinion thht they persistently held
to for over thirjeen years. There was a
smaull and 1lull':ll"t1-uf aroup of  four
houses and o tavern in the valley thon,
known oo the ¢reek as Bradford,  Job
Muoses wenf to Bradford one day and
tolil the peopley that they woulid see the
day, and soon, too, when the business of
the lh':ulfnrlil Hranch of the Erie road
road would'be tnereased ten-fold hy the
trafie it wdald 'receive from the petro-
lenm that was in existence all throngh
the yvalley, vSo they called him erazy.

Job Moses  prospected  for  thirteen
yOurs umunF llie__mmml:lin:i and through
the valley, his faith in his ultimate suce-
coss never witdring, Then his money
was all gone.” He had thousands of
acres of unproductive rocks and forest
on his honds, At that time oil wells
were drilled to an average depth of nine
hundred feet, at which depth the oil was
found

ALONG OIL CREEK,

When Moses found his fortune all sunk
in dry wells and worthless =quare miles
of hills and gorges he went to men of
menns outside of the oil country and sue-
ceedid by hisearnestness and unbonndl
faith in - obtnining another supply of
wenlth to pursiie his explorations for-
ther, In 1575 he had not yet found oil,
but in that year it ocenrred to hun that
it did not necessarily follow that the oil
sund in that Jocality should he at the
sume depth ns it was in Yenango county,
and the drill was sunk deeper. At the
depth of 1,100 feet the roek that Moses
had spent o large fortune and  thirteen
yoears of time o finding was punctured,
and petroleum of a fine grade rosponded
to the drill at the rato of fifty barrels a
day. The sand in the MeKean district
wus 4 third sand, and the Oil ereek sand
a scecond one, below the surface,

While this strike ereated considerablo
stir, no naportance was attached toat by
the lower country operators, or by the
people even who lived in the valley., Oil
creck was then supplying all the oil that
wis  required, :tllmugh her glory as a
ficld of spouters, or even Howing wells of
any descrintion was gone, The lower
country had no faith in the Bradiord
ficld.

huge iron tunks beemme nacossary to
store und handle the wealth that canme
from the earth, and scores of railrowds
ware bullt in all diveetions to  aceommo-
date the slmost fubulons trattie in passen-
gers uwnd freight that the business of the
region hisd called into existence, Over
F 100,000,000 came into the Bradford field
i four yeurs. ‘The fortune that Job
Mosies had spent in demonstrating 1o the
ineredulons and soolling community that
tgore was oil in the Tununggwant valloy
ol sl the hills around and about it wis
returiid 1o him a bundredfold. Two
yeurs ago he sold wll his remaining prop-
erty in the region, some seven thousand
ucresof oil land,

and grounils at Lewiston, which place he
svloeted as his besdguarters wheu he tirst

entorod the valley, and  is now living In
New York,

The great oil-field, to the development
of which the persistont efforta of Job
Mosos directly led, has been stoadily do-
clining for four years, The territory has
all been drilled over, and the old wells
are avoraging very low, many of thom re-
guiring the rnmp. Many have entirely

alled, and it is doubtinl if the field is
yielding more than 25,000 barrels a day.
Aboul 35,000,000 bartels of oil, however,
are atored in the tanks of the United Pipe
line thronghout the rogion, all surplis
production, nearly all of which ‘was
fl'r'{‘-!“,‘h‘ drawn from the Dradford weils
1y impradent prodoecers during the past
five yenrs, thus not only anticipating the
dechine of the field by at least two yenrs,
but by keeping the price of their produe-
tion tar below the Hgure which they
might otherwise have received forit, The
city of Bradford is founded on a substan-
tial basis, howoever, indevendent of the oil
industry, and she will remain one of the
most mportant teade conters in tho stato,
It has buoon well sald  that “Job Moses,
with hiz great faith and indomitable will
and perseverance, anticipated the growth
antd proverity of northwestorn Pennsyl-
vinia at least twenty years,'

Deniver Tribune - Republican:  Some
months ago, it will be remembered, n
man named Peter €. Graham hronght
snit ngninst the Right Rey. Bishop Mach
ebouf, of the Catholic diovese of Calo
rodo, alleging a vieolation of contract to
ordain and make him o priest. In his
compluint, Graham statedl  that he had
gone fo the expense of coming to this
state, upon the promiso amd agreement
ment of the bishop, and that he had
coma with tha expectation of taking
chargoe of a pavish hero, The suil was
for damages, the sum being set at n good,
round figite, but it came o naught, ad
Graham left the country.

ANOTHER ATTEMPT,

Mr. Graham is a colored man and
seems to be one of strong will and firm
determination, and his intention wonld
soeim to be to cither get even for injuries
which he believes wero done i, or clse
to muke money out of a fancied griev-
anee.

He has recontly hobbed up serencly at
Louisville. Kentucky, where he has star't:
ed aonew suit, this time against David
Fonnessy, president of St Mary's collego,
m Marion county, in that state.  ‘Thoe suit
is n branch of the same old trouble, nnd
this tume Nr. Graham puts the blame of
the whole business upon resident Fene-
nessy.

BIG DAMAGES,

Greaham alleges that he spent nearly
$£5,000 oducating himself for the priest-
nood at St. Mury 8 and that bhe started
for Denver with a letter from the Rov.

Graham, the Bishop stated, had
written to him abont coming to Colorndo
ahont Cheistmas timoin 1851, The Bish-
op replied that be nedidod some eloriey-
man here and that if he would go te his
hishop there and be ovdained, he could
Le received bere for labors in (his siate,
He did not tell Graham that he wonld or-
duin him  here, but distinetly  informed
hita that he must come already prepaved
for work.

Bishop Machebenf states that  spon
afterward Grahnm wrote sgain stating
that he was delayed in getting ordained,
as he conld not got papoers which were
abisolutely necessary, before which any
Lishop could ordain him.

For a long time after that  Bishop
Maehoebeuf heard nothing of Mre, Giru-
ham, except that he had written to a gen-
tlemun at Central giving him the same
information regarding his inability to ob-
tain the papers for ordination.  Then the
bishop did not know of Mr. Grabam's
wherenbouts or welfre; in fuet did not
know whether or not the man wae still
in the Tand of the living until the follow-
ing fall about the month of September.
